President’s Approval of Marine 
Corps Selections Sent by Radio 


Secretary of the Navy Swanson an- 
nounced July 21 that President Roose- 
velt had approved recommendations of 
au Marine Corps Selection Board for the 
promotion of 92 Captains of the Corps 
to be Majors and 89 First Lieutenants 
to be Captains. 

The President’s approval of the pro- 
motions came by naval radio from the 
USS Houston, now in the Pacific, within 
twelve hours from the time the list was 
dispatched to him July 20, the Secretary 


said. Immediately after the Board 
finished its work, the list was turned 
over to the Naval Communications 


system and was flashed to the Houston. 
The Board, which has been at work 
since June 25, was convened at the Navy 
Department under the provisions of the 
Act of Congress of May 29, 1934. This 
Act establishes for the Marine Corps the 
selective system of promotion in place 


of the system of so-called “normal 
attrition.” 

A senior Selection Board recently 
recommended the promotion of two 
colonels to be Brigadier Generals; 11 


Lieutenant Colonels to be Colonels and 
5838 Majors to be Lieutenant Colonels. 
The President has already approved the 
recommendations of that Board. 

Of the 92 Captains chosen to be 
Majors, Secretary Swanson announced 
that 76 will make their numbers im- 
mediately. Of the 89 First Lieutenants 
chosen to be Captains, 59 will be im- 
mediately eligible for promotion. The 


| remainder in each grade will be eligible 
| for promotion when vacancies occur.

Air Board Report May 
Speed Plane Program 


The text of the report of the Baker 
Board—the 15th major agency since the 
World War to weigh the question of 


aviation in National Defense—was made 
public this week together with a letter 
from Secretary of War Dern “approv- 
ing in principle” its conclusions and ree- 
ommendations. 

It is highly probable that the Board's 
report, particularly in its revelations of 
the need for more equipment, will have 
a salutary effect upon the Bureau of the 
Budget and Congress in bringing about 
approval of the funds now contained in 
the War Departments tentative 1986 
estimates for full completion of the Five- 
year Air Corps building program, It Is 
possible, also, that additional appropria- 
tions may be proposed as a start on the 
larger program urged by the Board. 

The Loard, composed of six civilians 
and five general officers of the Army, 
found that “In general aviation the 
United States leads the World; it is su- 
perior in commercial aviation, its naval 
aviation stronger than that of any 
other power, and with more financial 
support its Army aviation can be raised 
to a world position equal to that held 
by our Navy. * * * The Committee sees no 
reason for any change in organization, 
but does see a greater necessity for im- 
mediate financial support of the Army 
component.” 

Contention of the Air Corps as to the 
value of negotiated contracts is upheld 
by the committee, for it reports: 

“In the opinion of this committee, 
based upon opinions of witnesses who 
appeared before the committee, that act 
permits three methods of purchasing air- 
eraft, engines and accessories. These 
methods are: Purchase after design com-

petition, purchase by negotiation and 
purchase by open competition. It is the 


opinion of the committee that it is nee- 
essary to have these three methods of 
purchasing aircraft if we ever hope to 
maintain our efficiency in the air from 
the viewpoint of national defense, Con- 
sequently the committee believes the Sec- 
retary of War should have authority to 
any one or any combination of the 
three methods of purchase indicated 
above. It is recognized that controvers- 
ies have arisen as to the meaning of the 
language of the procurement sections of 
the Air Corps Act of 1926 and the effect 
of other statutes of the United States. 
We refrain from expressions of our opin- 
ion upon a purely legal matter but we 
are unanimously of the opinion that if 
existing law does not authorize proeure- 
ment by negotiated contracts, In the dis- 
cretion of the Secretary of War, im- 
mediate efforts should be made to se- 
cure amendments giving that authority. 
We are further of the opinion that the 
meaning of the law as it now is should 
determined by any authoritative 
means at the disposal of the Secretary 
of War and that a plan of procurement 
procedure, deemed legal and effective, 
should be prescribed for the guidance of 
officers of the Air Corps charged with re 
sponsibility for procurement. There 
should be left for the future no room for 
uncertainty on the one hand or suspicion

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Newspaper Editors Comment on Recommendations of Baker Aircraft Board 


Wide editorial comment has followed the ‘publication of the report of the 
Baker Aviation Commission, with a majority of the papers upholding the “recom- 
mendation against unification of the Army and Navy air forces and practically 
all of them urging Congress to carry out the program drawn up by the Board. 


“Most army aviators on the one hand and navy and marine corps airmen on 
the other will approve the conclusion of the special committee on aviation, headed 
by Newton D. Baker, that the fighting air services should not be merged,” states 
the New York Times. 

“Mr. Baker’s committee has taken the following position: We are second to 
no nation in aeronautics. This being so, and having been achieved through the 
device of separate services, why change the plan? The reasoning seems excellent. 
It is to be hoped that Congress and the President will follow it. * * * 

“With the plans for additional planes and personnel promotions and retire- 
ments, and renewed fraternity between the ground and air staffs, the report is a 
worthy successor to that published by the Morrow committee eight years ago.” 

“The Baker board report on the development of military aviation for defense 
of America is good, bad and indifferent,” the Washington I/erald (Hearst) states. 

“By all meuns, let us have the augmented air force that the Baker board has 





proposed. Let us have an adequate and intensively trained personnel. And let us 
thank the Baker board for these recommendations that have come from its delib- 
erations. 


“The report is weak in that it holds to the old theory of separate, independent 
and divided aviation forces for the separate, independent and divided branches 
of military defense. * * * 

“A majority of the Baker board were Army officials, steeped in the Army 
traditions, Army jealousy and the bureaucracy that the Army system naturally 
and inevitably entails. They want to hold to the Army the power that the Army 
now possesses.” 

Speaking of the recommendation against unifying the Army and Navy air 
forces, the San Diego (Calif.) Union says: “For the sake of our air forces we 
hope this settles fhe united air force controversy. Both services need public 
attention, intelligent criticism and continued improvement. But, as the committee 
declares, it would be folly to abandon a plan which has given us the most effective 
naval air force in existence. 

“The advocates of consolidation completely ignore the fact that we have pion- 
eered consistently and effectively in naval aviation. Our planes are integrated with 
the fleet, as they should be, for naval operations. They are functioning as part of 
the fleet in peace-time operations exacily as they would be called upon to do in 
war. It is no exaggeration to say that no other navy has more thoroughly devel- 
oped the possibilities of co-operation—at sea—between air and surface craft.” 

Comments the New York Herald-Tribune: “Going beyond a mere conventional 
opposition to the union of the Army and Navy air forces under a separate depart- 
ment, they make important constructive suggestions for improvement in the exist- 
ing system. They start from a somewhat new concept of Army aviation as neither 
an independent force nor a mere auxiliary, but an integral part of the military 
system, such as naval aviation is rapidly becoming in the Navy. Nominally this 
has always been the case, but in practice, as the committee notes, the air and 
ground forces have been growing apart. The ideal is to make the ground force 
air-minded and the air force more intimately 
the ground forces, * * * 





“Yet the fact remains that more funds are indispensable if the Army air 
force is to be properly reorganized and equipped and trained. The final responsi. 


bility is with Congress. The Baker report now points the way. It is for the 
Administration, backed by Congressional appropriations, to make the reforms 
effective.” 





“In raising the cry for more planes and more money the commission is jp 
effect urging that the United States enter the competition in aerial armaments 
which is now beginning in Europe, ” comments the Baltimore Sun. “We ought 
not to undertake such an expansion of armaments without more consideration of 
the international situation than the commission accorded. And even if we embark 
upon a vast expansion of our military air forces, the expansion ought to be carefully 
coordinated with the program of naval aviation. For while ours is not a copn- 
solidated air force, and while the commission with some propriety rejected the 
suggestion that it should be, it is still appropriate to relate military and nayal 
aviation in such a way as to guard against overlapping and duplication. 

“The Baker Commission, representing the War Department alone and ince luding 
in its membership a majority of army officers, could hardly be expected to take 
account of aviation in the navy. But the Administration and Congress will need 
to repair this deficiency before taking any final action on the commission's 
recommendations.” 

Commenting on the “expressed hope” of the Baker Board that 
dations may be accepted as the basis for the development of the 
Philadelphia Inquirer states: 

“That this hope may be realized is in 
renewed assertion by Gen. William Mitchell, now 
in aviation, that there should be a unified air force. 

“Mr. Baker and his fellow investigators probably are sound in 
that the next great war is likely to begin with engagements 
aircraft, either sea-based or land-based, and ‘early aerial supremacy 
be an important factor’. Preparedness, therefore is essential. * * * 

“Tt is a very complete study that the Baker Committee has made of the 
situation.

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Out of all the discussion and study of 
the plan to transfer the Coast Guard to 
the Navy Department there has at least 
come a definite move, albeit a partial 
and temporary, one. The Navy is taking 
over a part of the Coast Guard com- 
munication service and will operate it 
on trial for two years. 

By an agreement reached between 
Secretary of the Treasury Morgenthau 
and Secretary of the Navy Swanson, the 
Navy will take charge of Coast Guard 
communications on the Atlantic seaboard 
north of Washington, D. C., for a period 
of two years. At the end of that time, 
or possibly sooner, if the move is found 
to have effected a material saving in 
money and has operated efficiently, the 
entire Coast Guard communication sys- 
tem will be turned over to the Navy. 

Under the arrangement to be estab- 
lished in the next few weeks, the Coast 
Guard will turn over to the Navy the 
radio stations in the Atlantic area north 
of Washington, and the Navy will man 
and operate them. Where the work of 
a station can be handled by a nearby 
naval radio station, one or the other will 
be closed. In this way, by elimination 
of any duplication of equipment, it is 
expected to effect economies. Operation 
of the Coast Guard land wires and 
cables in this area will remain in the 
Coast Guard.

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Naval Academy Upheld 


A group of leading educators of the 
country who studied the curriculum of 
the Naval Academy at the request of the 
President have found the school to be 
free of the criticisms which have been 
leveled at it. 

In the report of the Naval Academy 
Board of Visitors for 1934, made public 
this week, the group of six university 
executives and six congressmen finds no 
fault with the educational system and 
urges that the new curriculum which was 
instituted during the past three years 
“be allowed a long tryout before radical 
changes are made.” 

Admiral William S. Sims, USN-Ret., 
as a member of the 19383 Board of Visi- 
tors, submitted a minority report severe- 
ly criticizing the educational system at 
the Academy, and charging that it was 
greatly lacking in liberal cultural sub- 
jects. 

The Association of College Professors 
made similar charges, alleging that the 
Naval Academy course was “narrow.” 
Academy officials hit back at this 
criticism, declaring that the Association 
was influenced in its criticism by the 
dropping of several civilian instructors 
by the Academy. 

The university officials, recommended 
by the Navy Department and appointed 
to the Board by the President, were:

After meeting for three days at 


Annapolis, the Board submitted a report 
to the President, which commended the 
methods of teaching at the Academy as 
“progressive” and constantly improving, 
and made no suggestions as to any 
changes in the curriculum or the system 
of education in use. Recommendations 
were confined to needed construction of 
buildings, proposals as to appointment 
and retirement of civilian instructors, & 
suggestion that more officers be assigned 
to study foreign languages abroad, and 
a renewal of the suggestion made by 
previous boards that the Board of Visi- 
tors be made more permanent. Another 
recommendation, that candidates for ad- 
mission who have had college training 
be admitted without examination, has 


already been carried out by the Navy 
Department. 
“The Board is most favorably im- 


pressed with the discipline and morale 
of the academy, and particularly with 
the fine influence exerted by officers and 
teaching staff in the important matter of 
character development” is was stated.

Baker Board Reeéiifénds Army 
Adopt Navy Selection System 


The Baker Board, appointed by Sec- 
retary of War Dern to make a special 
study of the Air Corps, including among 
its recommendations one that “There 
should be adopted a system of selection 
and retirement for officers of the whole 
Army similar to that now provided for 
the Navy and Marine Corps.” 

This recommendation, applying as it 
does to the whole Army and not the 
Air Corps alone, is particularly signifi- 
cant inasmuch as the senior Army mem- 
ber of the Baker Board is Maj. Gen. 
Hugh A. Drum, deputy Chief of Staff, 
who is also president of the War De- 
partment General Council now engaged 
in drafting a promotion plan for the 
Army. Also significant is the fact that 
of the four other military members of 
the Baker Board three are also mem- 
bers of the General Council making the 
promotion study. They are Brig. Gen. 
¢. E. Kilbourne, Assistant Chief of 
Staff for War Plans, Maj. Gen. George 
§. Simonds, commandant of the Army 
War College, and Maj. Gen. Benjamin 
D, Foulois, Chief of the Air Corps. Thus 
four members of the General Council, 
including its president, aiready are com- 
mitted to the principle of applying the 
Navy’s selection system to the Army. 

That portion of the Baker Board re- 
port dealing with the Promotion Prob- 
lem and with Pay are as follows: 


Over Age 

The outstanding officer problem of the 
Army as a whole relates to over age in 
grade, to a large number of officers of ap- 
proximately the same age, and to stagnation 
in promotion. The most serious condition 
ils due to the so-called “hump” consisting of 
ipproximately 5,000 officers of all arms, com- 
missioned in the Regular Army following 
th World War in 1920, most of whom are 
ipproximately the same age and who range 
in rank from junior majors to senior first 
leutenants. Their seniors have attained, as 
a general rule, rank commensurate with age 
and experience and, insofar as past Army 
Standards are concerned, may be considered 
fortunate; their juniors, although blocked in 
Promotion until well past middle age, will, 
if they live and continue in service, have 
very rapid promotion when the hump reaches 
ttirement age. Unless action is taken to 
expedite attrition within the hump, the con- 
dition which now exists will be renewed in 
the future and will be self-perpetuating and 

will continue to have a disturbing effect. 
While age in grade is a common weakness 
in the whole Army, it is more so in flying 
Personnel where special physical qualities 
tf demanded. With an increase in per- 
ance of airplanes this defect will become 
More pronounced. Although there are ex- 
@ptions in individual cases, experience has 
demonstrated that the average person is in- 
‘apable of efficient military flying as a pilot 
after about 45 years of age. Over half of 
all field officers of the Air Corps have passed 
this age. These are the officers now desig- 
Mated, by tables of organization, to com- 
Mand smaller combat units of the Air Corps. 


Single Versus Separate Promotion Lists 
Except for Medical Corps officers and chap- 
lains, all Army officers below colonels are 
"a single list for promotion. Prior to the 
Moption of the single list, the systems, first 
Tfegimental and service promotion, and 
later of promotions by arms and services, 
"sulted in inequalities that prevented any 
Well-balanced organization. These systems 
4 also to interbranch jealousies that were 
teflected in pressure for special legislation 
‘Md were abandoned for the single list in 
, the great majority of the officers of 
the Army supporting the proposal, though 
per cent stood to lose personally, many 
1 having promotion blocked for years. 
In formulating the single list, it was found 





that only one factor could be taken as a 
basis—length of commissioned service in the 
Regular Army. Even in this some adjust- 
ments were necessary, due to past irregular- 
ities in promotion and other causes. The 
solution reached has been questioned and the 
situation reviewed many times. But invari- 
ably it has been found that the so-called 
“injustice” to certain groups could not be 
corrected without a corresponding injustice 
to other groups involving an even greater 
number. One of the groups frequently re- 
ferred to consists of those who elected to 
enter the Air Service during the World War 
and who were given training requiring sev- 
eral months longer than that of the candi- 
dates for other arms. The result is that in 
this group are Air Corps officers who are 
junior to those who entered the service at 
the same time but were commissioned in the 
other arms, some of whom have since trans- 
ferred to the Air Corps, Taken as an isolated 
ease, the appeal for reconsideration seems 
just. However, there are many other groups 
in the single promotion list similarly af- 
fected, including the West Point classes 
whose members had entered for training 
from 1 to 2 years prior to the training camp 
candidates, enlisted men, many of whom 
had won their commissions by service in 
battle, and National Guard officers of com- 
paratively long service as such, 

The system of separate promotion 
has been tried. with serious 
the efficiency of the Army. To apply it to 
a single arm would accentuate and make 
permanent the factors now tendine to make 
difficult the coordination in planning and 
the unity of spirit essential if the nation ifs 
to be well served by the Army.

Selection or Elimination Systems 
Selection of the most able for promotion 
is recognized as the ideal in a group all of 
whom are thoroughly known to the selecting 
agency. This condition cannot obtain in the 
Army as a whole and it is necessary to de- 


pend upon efficiency records in which the 
standards of the several reporting officers 
vary. In addition, there has alwavs been a 


feeling that personal influence and 
pressure may affect selection. A combination 
of selection and retirement such as is now 
provided by law for the Navy and the Ma- 
rine Corps has served to maintain a proper 
balance of age in grade and to Insure a 
regular and healthy flow of promotion. Its 
application to the Army would be just and 
would go far toward correcting existing 
conditions The elimination of inefficient

officers now provided for should be con- 
tinued. 
Temporary Promotion—Act of July, 1926 


The provision of the Air Corps Act of 1926 
authorizing temporary promotion of not to 
exceed two grades for officers on command 
or staff duty has never been made effective. 
The reasons given are that its application 
would be more injurious than beneficial to 
morale due to the necessary demotion of 
officers on change of status and to the un- 
willingness of officers holding temporary 
higher rank to consent to details for duty 
as assistants in the office of the Chief of the 
Air Corps, assistants at Wright Field, stu- 
dent officers at service schools, and others 
not entitling the inenmbent to temporary 
increased rank. Additional reason may prob- 
ably be found in that provision of the law 
requiring the Chief of the Air Corps to cer- 
tify that no officer of suitable grade is avail- 
able to fill a position before a junior officer 
ean be detailed thereto with increased rank. 
The committee’s study of the application of 
this law Indicates the possibility of advance 
ing temporarily about 75 per cent of the Air 
Corps officers. 

The committee believes that this provision 
of law can be put into effect with advantage 
and that this should he done to meet exist 
ing shortage of higher ranking officers and 
as an application of the principle of promo 
tion by selection to the Air Corps. The 
existing situation and development of the 
Air Corps especially warrants the applica- 
tion of this step. It would probably be de- 
sirable to leave the decision as to selection 
to the discretion of the Secretary of War. 

If a system of promotion by selection and 
retirement can be applied to the Army as 
a whole, the selection of Air Corps officers 
for temporary higher rank will not be re- 
quired to any great degree except probably 
for group and squadron commanders 


Flying Pay Problems 

The act of June 10, 1922 (42d Stat.), as 
amended, provides flying pay for personnel 
of the military, naval, including marine, and 
Coast Guard services when required by com- 
petent authority to participate regularly and 
frequently in aerial flights as defined by 
Executive orders. The Morrow Board rec 
ommended, because of the hazardous nature 
of flying, that the principle of extra pay for 
flying be recognized as permanent in time 
of peace. They also recommended & study 
looking towards the provision of adequate 
insurance for aviators killed in service. The 
Air Corps Act of July 20, 1926, confirmed the 
principle of flying pay. The present extra 
pay for flying is 50 per cent of the base pay 
of the grade. The minimum flying required 


for pay is 4 hours a month.

From time to time questions have been 
raised as to the rate of increase to be 
granted as extra pay for flying and as to 
any variation that should be made as to 
the amount paid to persons of different 
grades, 

As flying pay in peace is based on the 


extra hazard of flying, it is equitable that 
the amount paid should bear direct relation 
to the risk assumed, while at the same time 
providing adequate insurance coverage to 
assure suitable maintenance of the families 
of those killed in the proper performance 
of flying duty. 

Evidence introduced before this committee 
shows a condition with respect to the flying 
risk assumed and the insurance actually 
earried by Army aviators as to question 
the soundness of the present rates of flying 
pay, the distribution of the rate by grade 
and the flying qualifications required for 
receipt of payment, 

Two substitute proposals of new rates of 
pay for flying were presented to the com- 
mittee, These proposals were: 

(1) The following annual rates by grade:

(2) A flat rate of $1,500 a year for all 


pilots, irrespective of grade, except for those 
not on duty with tactical units or engaged 
in experimental or development work or in 
lieu of either of these, those who fall to get 
a minimum of 200 hours a year of flying to 
be pald $750 a year. 

(3) It was also proposed that Government 
Insurance to the amount of $30,000 be pro 
vided at present rates, under suitable regu- 
lations to be prescribed for all. 

The plan proposed under (1) above Is 
similar to the system of flying pay now in 
effect in the Japanese, French and Italian 
Armies. In the English Army flying pay Is 
a flat increase of approximately 11 per cent. 
In the Japanese Army the second lieutenant 
has 84.7 per cent, the general 10.0 per cent; 
in the French Army a second Neutenant has 
93 per cent, the general 17 per cent; in the 
Italian Army a second Heutenant has 70 per 
cent, a general 10 per cent. 

In view of the fact that present provisions 
governing flying pay apply uniformly to the 
Army, the Navy, the Marine Corps and the 
Coast Guard, the committee refrains from 
submitting a definite recommendation on the 
subject. The two suggestions outlined are 
merely illustrative of possible solutions, the 
committee not having sought to exhaust the 
subject in its inquiry. It Is, however, recom 
mended that the matter be studied, from the 
viewpoint of all the services involved, with 
the object of determining if modification of 
existing rates and policies is advisable and 
if so of submitting appropriate recommenda- 
tions. The committee is of the opinion that 
any modification of existing rates should be 
of uniform application throughout all ser 
vices concerned.

of evasion on the other.” 

The full text of the Board's detailed 
conclusions and recommendations are re- 
produced in this issue of the AkMy AND 
Navy JourNa beginning on page 980. 

Meanwhile, Clark Howell, chairman of 
the Federation Aviation Commission— 
the 16th major agency to study the sub- 
ject—announced that the investigations 
which bis commission is about to under- 
take “will be entirely independent. We 
will study the Baker report along with 
the others submitted to us.” 

Generally, the report found the ap- 
proval of the press. Some opposition 
was expressed to the endorsement of 
General Staff control and the failure to 
recommend more independence for the 
corps. Former Brig. Gen. William 
Mitchell, who himself precipitated pre- 
vious investigations, declared “The report 
is about what you could expect of a 
board packed with Army men, who know 
nothing of, and want to know nothing of 
aviation.” The General said an air force 
of only 400 modern airplanes would be 
adequate. “The only reason,” he assert- 
ed, “to build 2,300 airplanes is to feed 
hungry contractors, It’s not the number 
that counts, but their efficiency. One 
modern ship could cause the evacuation 
of New York City, and three could de- 
moralize and destroy Japan.” 

While the report was signed by every 
member of the Board, one member, 
James H. Doolittle, signed with reserva- 
tions, saying that he is in favor of com- 
pletely separating the air arm from the 
Army, and if that can not be done to 
keep it as a part of the Army but with 
a separate budget, separate promotion 
list and removed from control of the 
General Staff. Failing either, he said 
he was in favor of the report. 

As previously indicated, the report en- 
dorsed the findings of the Drum board 
recommending the expansion of the Air 
Corps to 2,300 planes and the creation 
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of the General Headquarters Air Force. 

The report carries many interesting 
and important statements among which 
are the following: 

“Any great war is now likely to be- 
gin with engagements between opposing 
aircraft and early aerial supremacy will 
be an important factor.” 

“Important phases of the Air Corps 
problem could probably be solved by in- 
creasing the number of Air Corps offi- 
cers on the General Staff. The com- 
mittee feels such action should be taken 
without delay, even if necessary to carry 
these additional officers attached. Fur- 
thermore, the committee believes it would 
be wise to select these additional offi- 
cers from the lower grades.” 

“Any proposal contemplating perma- 
nent air groups located in each strategic 
area and called by some ‘frontier de- 
fense units’ is unsound, uneconomical 
and wastes the great asset of aviation, 
mobility.” 

“If a definite program for the procure- 
ment of aircraft and accessories could 
be established and annual appropriations 
made to carry it out, and if action could 
be taken to insure a regular and healthy 
flow of promotion within the Army, such 
discontent as may exist among officers 
of the Air Corps would disappear.” 

“Definite decision as to the future 
place of the Air Corps in the Army, 
coupled with a leadership thoroughly in 
accord with such decision, would insure 
the desired results.” 

“The committee further recommends 
that the enlisted strength of the entire 
Army be restored to a figure with suit- 
able grades and ratings so as to enable 
proper and efficient performance of the 
many important tasks assigned by the 
act of June 4, 1920.” 

“With the rapid motorization and 
mechanization of the Army which has 
brought into the service much expensive 
equipment the necessity for highly 
trained specialists to properly care for 
this equipment and to operate it in com- 
bat is increasingly felt.” 

“The rapid and frequent changes in 
the characteristics of aircraft, including 
the relative speed of different types, 
have necessitated frequent changes in 
training doctrines and training meth- 
ods. * * * The ideas of Air Corps offi- 
cers are considerably at variance as to 
what constitutes sound doctrine. * * * 
The result of the condition noted is that 
Air Corps unit training is not at this 
time satisfactory.” 


“Definite recommendation: A number 
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of aerologists of the Army Air Corps 
should be trained each year at an edu- 
cational institution specializing in the air 
mass analysis method of weather fore- 
casting.” 

“The aviation component of the Na- 
tional Guard is reported as being one of 
its best branches.” 

“The committee believes that the Re- 
serve component is an essential element 
of our national defense system, and that 
it should be given all the support pos- 
sible consistent with the needs of na- 
tional defense as a whole.” 


Presidential Review in Hawaii 

President Roosevelt arrived at Hono- 
lulu, Oahu, on the morning of July 26. 
Following his reception in Honolulu, he 
went by automobile via Koko Head and 
Kahuku Point to Schofield Barracks, 
where he was the guest of honor of the 
Department Commander, Maj. Gen. 
Briant H. Wells, at luncheon, given in 
the Field Artillery Officers’ Club. 

Following this luncheon, the President 
went to the review field at Schofield 
Barracks for the Army review in his 
honor. This ceremony was the largest 
and most colorful contact of the Presi- 
dent with the Regular Army in his pres- 
ent Administration up to this time.

Defends General Foulois 


Maj. Gen. James KE. Fechet, USA-Ret, 
former chief of the Army Air Corps 
writing in the Hearst papers last Sunday 
vigorously defended his successor, Maj, 
Gen. Benjamin D. Foulois, USA, againgt 
the charges of the Rogers sub-committee 
that he acted “dishonestly” in the pup. 
chase of aircraft by negotiated contracts, 


“Roughly,” General Fechet wrote, 
“sixty-one million dollars have beep 
spent on negotiated contracts since the 
passage of the law in question—July 2 
1926. 


“However, General Foulois did not be 
come Chief of Air Corps until Dec, 21, 
1931, and the procurement of aircraft 
and engines covering the fiscal year end- 
ed June 30, 1982, had all been carried 
out, 


“It appears that General Foulois’ re 
sponsibility for the so-called illegal ex. 
penditures cannot cover over two years 
out of the seven since the passage of the 
Act, and the practice of making nego 
tiated contracts. 


“I have not the figures at hand, but 
I do not believe that General Foulols 
spent ten millions of this sum of sixty. 
one millions. I feel reasonably sure that 
over fifty millions of these technically 
embezzled funds were spent by the 
Chiefs immediately preceding General 
Foulois, namely, Maj. Gen. Mason M. 
Patrick and myself, and of these three 
guilty men I spent, on negotiated con 
tracts, much more than General Patrik 
and Foulois combined. 


“Therefore, General Foulois had am. 
ple precedent to procure all aircraft, en- 
gines, spares and accessories, and to be 
lieve it legal, as his predecessors had 
carried out this practice for seven years 
before he assumed control. 


“This much discussed negotiated con- 
tract policy was originated by General 
Patrick and followed for four years by 
me, and I regret that I cannot claim the 
credit for this most efficient and eco 
nomical system.”

Bids for an extension to the structural 
shop at the Norfolk Navy Yard will be 
opened in the Bureau of Yards and 
Docks, Navy Department, about Sep- 
tember 1. 

This extension, which will be used for 
the accommodation of auxiliary shops 
closely associated with the structural 
shop, includes a main shop section 658 
feet long, 92 feet wide and 8 stories 
high, with a one-story ell 96 feet long 
and 66 feet wide. Along the northwest 
side of the main shop structure there 
will be a series of tean-to extensions five 
stories high (including two mezzanine 


floors), which will be utilized for tool 
rooms, wash rooms, locker rooms and 
offices. 


The structure will be of steel construc- 
tion with stuccoed hollow-tile walls, 
with continuous top hung steel sash. 
The architectural style of the building, 
although harmonizing with the other 
major shop structures of the yard, will 
strike a modern note in general appear- 
ance. The main shop section will be 
three bays wide wtih runways provided 
to accommodate future 15-ton and 5-ton 
eranes in the center aisle of the first 
floor, 5-ton cranes in each side bay of 
the first floor and a 2-ton crane in the 
center fiisle on the second and third 
floors. Provision is also made for a 
future 15-ton bridge crane in the court 
between the new extension and the 
present structural shop for handling raw 
materials. The present project will not 
include the cranes, the machinery foun- 
dations on the first floor, nor the instal- 
lation of the first floor itself. The struc- 
ture will be heated by unit heaters of 
the hot-water type.

IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE REQUEST OF OFFICERS of the Army and the 
generous cooperation in connection therewith, which they propose, we announce 
in this issue that we will make a poll of the entire commissioned personnel to de- 
termine the character of promotion reform desired by the majority. We are gratified 
to perform this service because we are assured the results will be of value to the 
War Department General Council, which General MacArthur instructed to develop 
a promotion plan that would meet the views of officers generally. By the inquiry 
which he instituted General MacArthur sought to develop harmony among officers 
themselves in order that when Congress reassembles promotion legislation could be 
achieved, A forward step to this end naturally will result from the poll we are 
conducting. Great care has been taken in drafting the questions to be answered, 
the effort being to put them in such form that they would cover the several and 
conflicting principles which are advocated, and enable replies, either in the affirma- 
tive or negative, which will guide the Council in its labors. If the list of questions 
do not cover a point an officer desires to discuss, we urge that a note to this effect 
be attached under “remarks” on the card, or written on a separate sheet of paper and 
mailed with the card. In short, what we are aiming to get is the most complete 
proof of the sentiment of the Army, thereby aiding the Council and informing Con- 
gress, when it shall give consideration to the legislation. Therefore, it is of high 
individual importance that every officer, immediately upon the receipt of the ques- 
tionnaire, should carefully fill it out and mail back to us (except that officers in 
the Philippines will send their ballots to The Adjutant General of the Philfppine 
Department and those in China will send theirs to the Adjutant of the 15th Infan- 
try, who in turn will radio the tabulation of the replies to the War Deparment). 
As the cards are received they will be tabulated by rank and by branch, and 
the results published from week to week. It is unnecessary, perhaps, to assure 
our readers that the greatest care will be taken in tabulating the results, nor to 
state that any card marked confidential will be so held by us. We realize the 
responsibility placed upon us in this matter and appreciate the generous way in 
which officers voluntarily are contributing to the costs of the effort. Just as the 
questions presented, if they are to be of value, have been framed in order to assure 
a vote on each of the principles advocated, so the tabulation will be made with 
scrupulous fairness. But we cannot do our part unless you do yours. So: Imme- 
diately upon the receipt of the card from us, answer and mail it! 


NO ONE CAN READ THE FINAL REPORT OF THE WAR DEPARTMENT 
Special Committee on the Army Air Corps, of which Former Secretary of War New- 
ton D. Baker was Chairman, without appreciating the extent of the study made and 
the coverage not only of aviation but of the conditions and needs of the entire Army. 
Touching upon promotion it recommends the advuption of “a system of selection and 
retirement for officers of the Whole Army similar to that now provided for the 
Navy and Marine Corps”. Whether one agrees with this recommendation or not, 
it is noteworthy that the Committee realized there must be promotion reform. The 
Committee also recommended that the enlisted strength of the entire Army be 
restored to a figure with suitable grades and ratings, so as to enable proper and effi- 
cient performance of its manifold duties, thereby showing an appreciation of the 
discontent and discouragement among the enlisted personnel as a result of existing 
conditions and the importance of remedying them. A chapter is devoted to the 
unsatisfactory and inadequate equipment of the Infantry, Cavalry, Coast Artillery, 
Field Artillery and Chemical Warfare Service. Further the bald statement is made 
that “the whole Army, as well as the Air Corps, is short of modern armament, 
equipment and transporation, as well as an adequate munitions reserve”. Through- 
out the report the Committee refers to the fact that only sufficient funds are needed 
with which to equip the Army, and placing the blame where it properly belongs 
states that “a considerable part of the present unsatisfactory situation in the 
Air Corps is due to lack of appropriations”, adding: “The responsibility for this 
is divided between the Bureau of the Budget and the Congress, with the ultimate 
responsibility in the Congress.” Nor will the legislators at the Capitol, particularly 
those serving as members of the House Military Committee, be pleased with the 
Committee’s statement that the Army Air Corps has been successful in the develop- 
ment of military airplanes of superior performance, or with the endorsement of 
the system of negotiated contracts observance of which aroused the criticism of 
General Foulois by the Rogers subcommittee. There are features of the report 
which will continue controversy, especially that commending the existing organiza- 
tional system, but in general it can be approved as expressing the sound thought 
of the great Secretary of War of the World War, the Deputy Chief of Staff of the 
Army, the Chief of the Air Corps, and other distinguished officers of the Army and 
men of high reputation as aviators. Only one dissent from the conclusions of the 
committee was registered, that by James H. Doolittle, who, after signing the report 
expressed the conviction that the Air should be a separate Department. 


IT IS A TRIBUTR TO THE COMMON-SENSE of the members of the new 
Communications Commission that it organized along the lines proposed by Colonel 
David Sarnoff, Sig.-Res. Lecturing before the Army Industrial College, Colonel 
Sarnoff, who is president of the Radio Corporation of America, advocated the dis- 
tribution of all communications among three groups, one of voice, one of record and 
one, covering mass communication, of broadcasting. The simplicity of such an 
arrangement evidently appealed to the Commission, for its organization substantial- 
ly is based upon Colonel Sarnoff’s ideas. To the Army and Navy the matter of 
communications is of the highest importance, and as the Commission will make 
recommendations for permanent legislation and consolidations of existing operating 
companies, its procedure is oeing watched with intense interest. The Services feel 


that a right step has been taken in organization, and accept it as an indication 
of the prospect of sound legislative recommendations.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Navy Building Program—<Acceleration of the naval building program to reach 
treaty strength in three or four years as promised by President Roosevelt this 
week, could be accomplished without unduly speeding up construction in the 
shipyards. 

At the present time the Navy is 138,975 tons short of full treaty strength, 
and under the approved building program this tonnage would be laid down but 
not completed within the next three or four years anyway. Excluding the four 
cruisers, 14 destroyers and six submarines of this year’s program, for which bids 
will be opened in August of this year, the United States is short one aircraft 
carrier, two light cruisers, 51 destroyers and 24 submarines, 

In order to have a treaty Navy afloat in three or four years it would be 
necessary to lay down the carrier, the cruisers, most of the submarines and some 
of the destroyers within the next year, and all of the latter within the next two 
years. While this would involve the utilization of practically the entire ship- 
building industry, the program could be easily carried through, it is declared. 

It is the opinion of many high naval officers, however, that the President in 
his informal talk to the crew of USS Houston in mid-Pacific July 21 when he 
made the assertion that we would have a full-treaty Navy in three or four years, 
meant that it would be “on the ways”, in that time. For its effect on world 
politics, it is believed, the President gave warning that the United States is 
going ahead with its building program and may even speed it up if necessary. 

If it is decided to complete the full program in three more annual allotments, 
it would mean the laying down of 17 destroyers and eight submarines in each year’s 
program, with the carrier in one year and the two cruisers in one of the others. 
A four year program, laying down the last ships in the fiscal year 1939 for com- 
pletion in 1941, would involve 12 or 13 destroyers and six submarines annually. 

To furnish a full treaty Navy with aircraft an additional 1184 airplanes will 
be necessary. Funds for some of these planes have been allotted to the Navy by 
the Public Works Administration, and the Bureau of Aeronautics is now drawing up 
plans for the numbers and types to be bought. 

In his address to the crew of the Houston, the President declared that Con- 
gress and the country were behind the naval building program and stated that 
the country expects the fullest efficiency from its sea forces. He was outspoken 
in his pride in the Navy, declaring that the crew of the Houston was splendid 
and represented a good cross-section of the service. In inspecting the Houston, 
the President remarked that his last inspection was on the USS Melville at 
Queenstown during the World War in 1918, when there was present the late 
Admiral Pringle and Admiral Bayly. 











Assignments of General Officers—The War Department this week announced the 
following assignments of general officers: 

Brig. Gen, Stanley D. Embick, USA, is assigned to duty in the Office of the 
Ohief of Staff, Washington, D. C., to take effect upon the completion in his present 
tour of foreign service, and will join that station in accordance with orders to be 
issued by the Commanding General, Philippine Department. General Embick is de- 
tailed as a member of the General Staff Corps, and is assigned to the War Depart- 
ment General Staff and as Assistant Chief of Staff, War Plans Division, effective 
upon reporting to the Chief of Staff for duty. 

Brig. Gen. Charles EK, Kilbourne, GSC, USA, is relieved from detail as a member 
of the General Staff Corps, from assignment to the War Department General Staff, 
and from further duty as Assistant Chief of Staff, War Plans Division, Washing- 
ton, D. C., to take effect at such time as will enable him to comply with this order. 
At the proper time General Kilbourne will proceed by rail to San Francisco, Calif., 
in time to enable him to arrive there on or about Feb. 15, 1935, and will report to 
the Commanding General, Ninth Corps Area, for temporary duty until time to 
enable him to sail on or about Feb, 25, 1935, via government transportation, for 
the Philippine Islands. Upon arrival in Manila, General Kilbourne will report to 
the Commanding General for assignment to duty with the harbor defenses of Manila 
and Subic Bays. 

Brig. Gen. Thomas W. Darrah, USA, is assigned to the command of the New 
York Port of EHmbarkation, Brooklyn, N. Y., effective upon completion of his present 
tour of foreign service, and, in accordance with orders to be issued by the Com- 
manding General, Panama Canal Department, will join that station and assume 
the command to which assigned. 

Brig. Gen. John W. Gulick, USA, is relieved from assignment to command of 
the New York Port of Embarkation, Brooklyn, N. Y., effective at such time as 
will enable him to comply with this order and will sail on the transport sched- 
uled to leave that port on or about Sept. 1, 1984, for the Panama Canal Depart- 
ment. Upon arrival at Panama he will report to the Commanding General for as- 
signment to command of the Pacific Sector, Balboa Heights, C. Z. 


Suggestions for the improvement of the situa- 
tion as to grades and ratings of the enlisted men of the whole Army are con- 
tained in the report of the Baker Board. The board recommended that the enlisted 
strength be “restored to a figure with suitable grades and ratings.” 

“Grades are allotted enlisted personnel according to the organizational assign- 
ment which they hold,” the Board stated. “Ratings are provided for the purpose 
of adequately compensating those performing duty of a specialized nature. In 
addition to the increased pay which goes with advancement in grade Regular Army 
enlisted men of certain grades performing duty as specialists are rated in one of 
six classes and are granted additional pay according to their rating. The higher 
specialist ratings which are held by certain men performing technical and tactical 
duties, such as pilots, gun crews and other similar assignments; carry additional 
pay which added to the pay of the grade carries a total compensation in excess 
of that received by unrated personnel of certain higher grades. This condition 
creates some discontent in the enlisted organization und in certain instances encour- 
ages qualified experts to avoid promotion to higher grades when such promotion 
would carry a loss of specialist rating and a reduction in pay. 

“With the rapid motorization and mechanization of the Army which has 
brought into the service much expensive equipment the necessity for highly trained 
specialists to properly care for this equipment and to operate it in combat is in- 
creasingly felt. This condition is at this time somewhat more important to the 
Air Corps than to other arms though it is increasingly common to all. If the 
proper type of personnel is to be procured and retained after they are trained 
to the performance of specialties, which in many instances are similar to occupa- 
tion in the commercial field, reasonable compensation with logical opportunity for 
advancement must be provided. 

“Some dissatisfaction has been expressed with the present method of desig- 
nating such specialists by their grades and ratings, as for instance, a master 
sergeant, possibly an expert on Air Corps supply or procurement, as Sergeant X, 
grade I, or an airplane mechanic as Private Y, grade 6, specialist, first class. 
It has been suggested that proper title designations descriptive of the job assign- 
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ment be substituted for such present designations. The committee feels that this 
is a matter for the consideration of the War Departmént and recommends that 
it be taken under consideration. 

“The committee further recommends that the enlisted strength of the entire 
Army be restored to a figure with suitable grades and ratings so as to enable 
proper and efficient performance of the many important tasks assigned by the act 
of June 4, 1920.” 











Commissioning of 1933 USNA Graduates—Secretary of the Navy Swanson has 
signed General Order No. 245 containing regulations for the commissioning of a}| 
midshipmen who hereafter graduate from the Naval Academy and the appoint. 
ment of the lower half of the Naval Academy Class of 1938. 

The regulations provide that the applicants must be found fully qualified 
physically and in all other respects in accordance with standards which obtain 
for the United States Naval Academy Class graduating in 1934. 

Power is also given to the Secretary to refuse or reyoke commissions to 
former graduates for what he may deem “uncreditable” conduct or mode of life 
during the period when he was not in the Naval service. This section reads as 
follows: 

“The applicant’s conduct and mode of life during the period of his separation 
from the naval service must have been creditable in accordance with naval stand- 
ards, and any fact which may, in the opinion of the Secretary of the Navy, be 
deemed not creditable and which may now or during the period that he is serving 
under a revocable commission be duly established, will be considered cause for 
the revocation of his commission.” 


Taking the Marines Out of Haiti—The USS Bridge arrived in Port au Prince 
July 25, and will depart July 30 with the first contingent of Marines, disembarking 
them at Norfolk Aug. 4. On its second trip, under present schedules, it will arrive 
at Port au Prince Aug. 11 and depart Aug. 15, arriving at Norfolk Aug. 20. 

The USS Argonne is scheduled to arrive at Port au Prince Aug. 11, depart 
Aug. 15, and disembark such personnel as it has aboard Aug. 20 at Norfolk. 

The Army Transport Chateau Thierry is scheduled to arrive at Port au Prince 
July 28 and, if possible, leave the same day with dependents. If it departs from 
Port au Prince July 28 it will arrive at Pier 2, Army Base, Brooklyn, N. Y., Aug. 1. 
If it is unable to depart from Port au Prince until July 29 its arrival at Brooklyn 
will be Aug. 2. 


Master Sergeant Kemp Retires—Officers and enlisted men of the Ordnance Depart- 
ment, as well as those in the other arms and services who had the opportunity 
of knowing him, learned with regret of the pending retirement the end of this 
month of Master Sergeant Elmer Kemp of the Ordnance Department. 

During the World War Sergeant Kemp was commissioned a captain of Ord- 
nance (Sept. 1, 1917). Nov. 1, 1918, he was promoted to be a major which rank 
he retained after the war and until March 14, 1921, when he resigned his com- 
mission and reenlisted. By special order of the Secretary of War he was per- 
mitted to reenlist in his old grade as master sergeant. 

However, he was commissioned a major in the Specialist Reserve and a 
few years ago was promoted to be a lieutenant colonel in the Reserve Corps, a 
rank which he still holds. He will be placed on the retired list as a major—his 
highest World War rank. 

In recent years, Colonel Kemp has been stationed at the Wingate Ordnance 
Depot, New Mexico, where he is held in high esteem by the civilian communities. 


Department to C rate on Navy Day—Secretary of the Navy Swanson announced 
today that Mr. Nelson Macy, the newly elected president of the Navy League of 
the United States, has requested the aid of the Navy in the celebration of Navy 
Day on Oct, 27, 1934. 

The Navy will give every assistance to the Navy League, Seeretary Swanson 
stated, and the Navy afloat and ashore will be at home to our citizens on that day. 


Fine Physiques in USNA Fourth Class—Secretary Swanson of the Navy Depart- 
ment said this week that authorities at the Naval Academy had reported to iim 
that the present fourth class at the Academy will number about 585 and will 
contain an unusual number of classmen with fine physiques. 

The report stated that the records indicated that 14.48% of those taking 
examinations in 1933 failed physically, while this year only 12.07% failed physi- 
cally. The usual high standard for entrance was maintained in both cases. 

The Secretary made public the report in connection wtih some dissatisfaction 
which had been expressed regarding the number of candidates for the Academy 
who had been rejected because of physical defects. 

U. S. Fleet Schedule—The United States Flee!

The USS Arizona and USS Oklahoma, battleships of the Battle Force, which 
have been under overhaul at the Puget Sound Navy Yard, will depart from San 
Pedro, Calif., on July 31 and rejoin the fleet at Hampton Roads Aug. 17.

Navy Issues New Type Air Charts—A new type aviation chart, incorporating the 
principal features and data contained in several of the usual type charts, has 
been designed by the Hydrographic Office, Navy Department, to keep pace with 
the increased speed and range of aircraft. The first issue of this new chart covers 
the area from St. Johns, New Brunswick, to Norfolk, Virginia, and replaces five 
separate charts which covered this 800-mile area and which overlapped and 
were unwieldly to handle. Practically all the essential details necessary for alt 
navigation along the northern Atlantic coast are portrayed in the new chart 
which for more convenient handling has been folded and bound in the form of 
a booklet. To supplement the data in the chart, a series of sketches giving more 
detail on airport locations have been compiled for distribution with the booklet. 

The Hydrographer of the Navy, Rear Adm. Walter R. Gherardi, USN, in 
announcing the first issue of the booklet designated as V-215A, stated: “It is com 
sidered that this aviation chart of the Atlantic coast line will, in addition to com 
tributing to the safe navigation of aircraft, result in increased economy in 4 
chart construction and distribution.”

Neither have I any intention of limit- 
ing the scope of the Council’s investiga- 
tion. On the contrary, it is my purpose, 
through a summarization of salient 
facts, to emphasize the necessity for ex- 
faustive research by the Council and 
the development of a plan which will, 
gs far as practicable, enhance the effi- 
dency of the Army, protect the interests 
of the Government, and do justice to the 
individual.” 

The full text of General MacArthur's 
promotion discussion may be found in 
thee ArMY AND Navy JourNnaL of July 
7, 1934. For convenience, his salient re- 
marks On the various promotion sys- 
tems are summarized here as follows: 


General 


“The officers of the Army in the past have 
heen divided, with reference to this ques 
tien, into several groups. One of these has 
favored a promotion system based upon some 
form of forced attrition; a second upon a 
system featuring a high degree of selection: 
a third advocated the retention of the gen- 
eral principles of the existing system but 
with arbitrary revision of the list so as to 
improve the position of so-called ‘sub- 
merged’ classes. Another group has sug- 
gested a return to the method of branch 
promotion, while still another has urged 
adoption of a system of automatic advance- 
ments according to years of service. A final 
group is in favor of retaining the present 
system. No clearly defined lines separate 
these various groups—in many cases a par- 
teular individual being included in the mem- 
bership of two or even three of these gen- 
eral classifications. 


Foreed Attrition and Selection 
“Any promotion system based upon forced 
attrition includes, by its very nature, an 
application of some form of selection. Ad- 
vocates of this method usually point to the 
system now employed in the American Navy 
as illustrative of the one they consider suit- 
able for the Army. Admittedly, the promo- 
tion rate in the Navy approaches a theore- 
teal ideal much more closely than does that 
ofthe Army. But the importance of certain 
disadvantages inherent to such a system is 
often overlooked. Entirely aside from the 
obvious dangers involved in building up a 
large and relatively costly retired list, other 


pertinent considerations have been largely 
ignored. 

“There are important differences in the 
problems with which the Army and the 
Navy are respectively faced. The Navy list 


§ practically homogeneous one and ‘humps’ 
init are relatively unimportant. Even under 
these conditions the Navy Department has 
ittimes been embarrassed by the necessity 
of eliminating officers of recognized ability 
aad worth. Such difficulties would be mul 
plied in the Army, where we have in the 
iMtermediate grades some thousands of offi 
crs in the same age group, and of almost 
the same length of service. 

“The necessity for tremendous expansion in 
4 major emergency will provide ample op 
portunity for a high degree of selection, both 
for rank and for position. Every satisfac 
ory officer in the Regular Army would cer 
lalnly be called upon to assume the respon 


bilities of at least the next higher grade, 
while in many cases qualified individuals 
would be promoted two or more grades. 
Necessity for expansion and reassignment 


wil remain under any conceivable plan of 
Momotion. For this reason the War Depart- 
ment has always considered it to be of more 
portance for the peace-time promotion 
‘Ystem to produce a body of officers of high 
Werage ability and fine morale rather than 
have as its primary objective a rapid 
Promotion rate gained at the sacrifice of 
“sprit de corps, and by unwarranted retire 
— of seasoned and capable officers. The

“Many of the observations just made with 
respect to forced attrition apply also to a 
promotion system based exclusively upon 
selection. There is also the added one that 
it is impossible in time of peace to establish 
a set of standards by which may be pre- 
dicted the probable success of an officer in 
war. American history is replete with in- 
stances of war-time successes scored by men 
who in peace had been stamped as failures, 
while on the other hand men with brilliant 
peace-time reputations have again and again 
failed to measure up to the demands of war- 
time leadership. However, there is a dis- 
tinct school of thought in the Army, to which 
many able officers adhere, that the deplor- 
able conditions now existing demand a con- 
siderable extension of the selective process 
in promotion, both to encourage initiative 
and effort in the individual, and to sustain 
the quality of the Army’s higher leadership. 
The plan most often proposed is to change 
the present system to the extent of filling 
annually by selection a certain percentage of 
vacancies occurring in the field grades, 

“The Army has always heartily approved 
of any selection based upon war-time accom- 
plishment but the great mass of our officers 
have viewed with hostile suspicion any sug- 
gestion of adopting selection as the founda- 
tion-stone of a peace-time system. This at- 
titude has unquestionably been born of the 
belief that favoritism and influence would 
become potent fattors in promotion instead 
of being entirely based upon efficiency and 
general worth. It is of course superfluous 
to say that should any such belief become 
widespread conviction, there would be almost 
completely destroyed that fine morale which 
is so essential to a successful military es 
tablishment. 


Revision of the List 


“The ‘revisionist’ group is made up of 
several distinct classifications of officers who, 
for a variety of reasons, believe that they 
were the victims of circumstances and in 
some cases unfairly treated when the original 
promotion list was made up following the 
enactment of the law of 1920. For example, 
the class of August, 1917, from the Military 
Academy, is separated by more than 2,100 
files from the one that graduated only four 
months earlier. 

“Another example of these special groups

comprises those officers who in 1917-18 at 
tended Air Corps Training Camps. ‘These 
men attended training camps for a much 
longer period than did those in ordinary 
camps. It is apparent that these Air Corps 
men, through no fault of their own, rank 
far behind—in extreme cases more than 2,000 
files—men who entered other training camps | 
on identical dates. 

“Still another of the ‘submerged’ groups 
comprises those officers who, in the reorgan 
ization of 1920, were commissioned as cap 
tains or first Neutenants, and who, through 
the operation of the 1920 law were passed 
over by hundreds of men commissioned as 
second lieutenants. In a certain sense, every 
officer whose age, as compared to relative

“During the past fourteen years Congress 
has exhiibted an intensive interest In plans 
for revising the existing promotion list. In 
1921 the Chairman of the Military Affairs 
Committee of the Senate asked the Secretary 
of War to investigate the many complaints 
registered against the existing list. This 
investigation was conducted by the Shanks’ 
Board. After exhaustive study the members 
coneluded that any attempt at correction 
would result in equally great Injustices to 
other groups and recommended that no 
changes be made. This report was approved 
by the Secretary of War and ever since that 
has constituted an unchanging policy

Branch Promotion 
“Most of the arguments in favor of a return 
to branch promotion amenates from Air 
Corps officers. One of the great purposes 
of single Uist promotion was to eliminate 
one of the most irritating causes of anta- 
gonism among the several arms and ser- 
vices. The evils of the old method with its 
lobbying and bitter struggles are too well- 
known to require their recital. The argu- 
ment advanced by Air Corps officers, how- 
ever, is that, since peace-time casualties in 
that Corps are relatively heavy, separate 
promotion for them is justified so as to per- 
mit them to fill the vacancies thus created. 
On the other hand, this extra hazard was 
fully recognized by the War Department 
from the beginning of Air Corps organiza- 
tion and was a primary reason for the 50% 
increase in pay enjoyed by members of that 
branch. 
Status Quo Advocates ° 
“The sixth and last classification comprises 
those officers who favor the status quo. 
They argue that the Class ‘B’ law eliml- 
nates or should eliminate all who are unfit 
to be officers and that seniority method is 
the only one that, without loading the Army 
up with high-ranking officers, will do injus- 
tice to no one. 


MacArthur Bill 

“Some two years ago there was submitted 
to Congress, with the approval of the Secre- 
tary of War, a bill written in full recogni- 
tion of the complex and often conflicting 
considerations herein enumerated. Its pur- 
pose was to effect a mild stimulation in the 
rate of promotion for the entire list. Speci- 
fically, the intent was to offer reasonable 
advancement to every officer, without ad- 
versely affecting any other, to require no 
greatly increased cost to the government; 
and to maintain, so far as practicable, a 
satisfactory - balance among the several 
grades. 

“The plan was therefore advanced in the 
belief that it would command unified mill- 
tary support, while the moderate increase it 
entailed in annual appropriations was con- 
sidered the best argument with which to 
secure its favorable consideration by Con- 
gress. In no sense was it considered a 
panacea for all the promotion ills with which 
the Army has been suffering. To a limited 
extent, however, it met the demands of the 
‘selectionist’ group by accelerating the pro- 
motion of officers to the grade of colonel and 
thereby making them eligible at an earlier 
age for selection to the grade of general 
officer. It met the essential requirements of 
the ‘revisionist’ group in that it provided 
the approximate amount to promotion for 
them that they could expect by readjustment 
in the existing list, It did not injure those 
who advocate retention of the present sys- 
tem nor did it have any of the objections 
applying*to the forced attrition and selective 
methods of promotion. Admittedly it was 
conceived of more as a temporary expedient 
than as a permanent policy. This was be- 
lieved justified by the extraordinary com- 
position of our present list and the fact that 
until the unwieldy ‘hump’ of the World 
War disappears some sort of temporary ar- 
rangement was indicated as necessary.” 

General MacArthur in presenting his 
bill to the Secretary of War said: 

“The bill was drafted at my direction and 
it is believed would do much to relieve the 
promotion situation. The great majority of 
the officers of the World War ‘hump’ would 
be advanced at least one grade, and many 
would reach the highest grade on the promo- 
tion list. All officers of the ‘hump’ would 
be advanced to a much higher position on 
the list than they had reason to expect when 
commissioned. A normal promotion curve, 
combining the two factors of age and rela- 
tive rank, was established after an exhaus- 
tive analysis of 60 years of records covering 
the details of every officer's service in the 
Army. The officers in normal positions on 
the present promotion list would create and 
fill vacancies and would carry the officers 
occupying abnormal positions on the list to 
advanced grades with them. The field grades 
would be increased, but not abnormally. The 
presence of thousands of officers on detached 
service, where rank in most instances is not 
controlling, would prevent an overloading 
of the higher grades of officers on troop 
duty. The effects of the proposed plan were 
projected ten years forward and as stated 
before, do not provide inordinate increases 
in the higher grades.” 

The ArMy AND Navy JournNat’s poll 
will be conducted in order to help in 
this task of determining service senti- 
ment to the end that the bill finally ap- 
proved will “command the unified sup- 
port of the Army”.

Conclusions and Recommenda- 
tions of War Department 
Air Board 


Following is the text of the conclu- 
sions and recommendations made to the 
Secretary of War this week by the War 
Department Special Committee on Army 
Air Corps under the chairmanship of 
Former Secretary of War Baker: 


1. Scope of the Inquiry and Historical 
round 

This committee is the fifteenth committee 
or board which, during the past 14 years, 
has studied the major problems and improve- 
ment of national-defense aviation, including 
the Army Air Corps. Every major difficulty 
has been repeatedly considered. It is the 
hope of this committee that the present 
study, which has comprised extensive hear- 
ings of representatives of all phases of avia- 
tion and which has considered and reviewed 
all prior studies, may be accepted as the 
basis for the development of the Army Air 
Corps for the next 10 years and thus ter- 
minate the continuing agitation and uncer- 
tainty which has been so detrimental to 
harmonious development and improvement. 


2. Aviation Development Since 1926 and 
Comparison with Foreign Aviation 
Since the report of the Morrow Board and 
the congressional act of 1926, aviation in the 
United States has made outstanding and 
satisfactory progress. This is true in all 
lines of aviation, not only from the view- 
point of design, development and manufac- 
ture, but also relative to the facilities for 
operating transcontinental and other exten- 
sive alrways systems. In general aviation 
the United States leads the world; it is su- 
perior in commercial aviation, its naval avia- 
tion is stronger than that of any other 
power, and with more financial support its 
Army aviation can be raised to a world 

position equal to that held by our Navy. 

This success is attributed to national in- 
terest and assistance which fostered sound 
legislation, organization and financial sup- 
port, and visioned and provided the essen- 
tial facilities for future development. 


3.—National Considerations ’ 


A. National Defense Policy 


Our national defense policy contemplates 
aggressive action against no nation; it is 
based entirely upon the defense of our home- 
land and overseas possessions, including pro- 
tection of our sea- and air-borne commerce. 
We do not advocate any increase in our 
armaments beyond the minimum deemed es- 
sential for this purpose. The immediate 
needs of our Army are a professional stand- 
ing Army adequate to block hostile invasion 
and to protect our overseas possessions dur- 
ing the time necessary to mobilize a citizen 
army. These army covering and overseas 
forces should comprise Zround and air units, 
be immediately available and characterized 
by great mobility and striking power; their 
existence is as important and vital as naval 
forces. 

Aviation has increased the power of the 
offense where countries at war border upon 
or are very close to each other, and has en- 
hanced the power of the defense where con- 
testants are widely separated—consequently, 
it is advantageous to our national policy. 
However, it has vital limitations and in- 
herent weaknesses. It cannot invest or cap- 
ture and hold territory—operating bases, 
land and floating, are absolutely essential 
to its operations and they have to be pro- 
tected from land, air and sea attacks—op- 
erations of large air forces are dependent on 
at least fairly good weather—under present 
developments, in distant overseas flights, all 
available load capacity has to be devoted to 
fuel, leaving little space for military muni- 
tions. To date no type of airplane has been 





developed capable of crossing the Atlantic 
or Pacific with an effective military load, 
attacking successfully our vital areas, and 
returning to its base. Aviation is so ex- 
pensive a weapon that no nation can afford 
to base its organization and supply thereof 
on visionary approaches, but rather on 
proven facts and possibilities. The “Air 
invasion of the United States” and the “Air 
defense of the United States” are concep- 
tions of those who fail to realize the inherent 
limitations of aviation and to consider ocean 
barriers. Aircraft in sufficient numbers to 
threaten serious damage can be brought 
against us only in conjunction with sea 
forces or with land forces which must be 
met by forces identical in nature and equally 
capable of prolonged effort. 


B. Organizational Questions 


Has the introduction of aviation as an 
agent of national defense developed any 
grounds for a revision in our existing na- 
tional defense organization? The committee 
has carefully studied this question and all 
associated proposals. 

It is convinced of the soundness of our 
traditional policy of maintaining separate 
civil and war functions, and attributes to a 
large degree our present world supremacy 
in civil aviation to our adherence thereto. 

The committee has studied the various 
considerations and arguments advanced dur- 
ing the last 16 years in behalf of the pro- 
posal to concentrate all national defense 
aviation under one Executive Department, 
i. e., a Department of Air, or a Department 
of National Defense with three separate sub- 
divisions—Army, Navy and Air. Thorough 
study and analysis of the various EBuropean 
organizations indicate clearly that they ac- 
cord with conditions and circumstances pecu- 
liar to Europe but have no general applica- 
tion to the United States or Japan, which 
maintain their air components as integral 
parts of their Army and Navy. The pos- 
sibilities of economy in such a consolidation 
were explored with conclusions that the 
existing organization would be less expen- 
sive. Joining the foregoing considerations 
with vital and far-reaching military objec- 
tions, the committee is convinced that the 
adoption of any plan along the lines indi- 
cated above would be a serious error, jeop- 
ardize the security of the Nation in an emer- 
gency, and be an unnecessary burden on the 
taxpayer. 

Consideration has also been given to other 
organizational proposals such as: (1) Con- 
solidating all civil (Federal) and Army avia- 
tion functions under one head, Navy aviation 
to remain separate as a part of the Navy; 
(2) creation of a Federal commission, per- 
manent in character, to regulate national 
aviation. The committee feels that such ap- 
proaches are merely compromises to accom- 
plish in part the plans indicated in preced- 
ing subparagraphs. For reasons already 
given it cannot recommend such changes. 
If the proposal for a permanent Federal 
commission is limited to civil aviation the 
committee believes there may be a useful 
field for it, although the Bureau of Air Com- 
merce, Department of Commerce, and the 
National Advisory Committee for Aeronautics 
now handle efficiently practically all Federal 
civil aviation problems. The committee real- 
izes that the full development of aviation 
has not been reached and its possibilities in 
the future are extensive, and appreciates 
fully the hold aviation has on the public. 
However, it does not believe such considera- 
tions warrant sacrificing sound national de- 
fense principles and doctrines or placing 
unnecessary financial burdens. 

In view of the results achieved in aviation 
as indicated in paragraph 2 of these con- 
clusions the committee sees no reason for 
any change in organization, but does see a 
greater necessity for immediate financial sup- 
port of the Army component. 


C. Aviation Industry 


The Air Corps units of the Army’s cover- 
ing and overseas forces must be ready at all 
times for war service. The next great war 
is likely to begin with engagements between 
opposing aircraft, either sea-based or land- 
based, and early aerial supremacy is quite 
likely to be an important factor. This in- 
volves many considerations, but primarily 
a superior supply of efficient airplanes and 
accessories. An adequate aircraft industry, 
therefore, is essential to national defense. 
Military aviation in time of war must rely 
largely upon airplanes built in time of war 
and consequently the general condition and 
the peace-time productive capacity of the 
aircraft industry are of national concern. 
(For the first few and vitally important 
months of the war, the permanent aircraft 
industry would carry the full burden of 
supplying equipment and thereafter would 
provide in addition for the emergency in- 
dustry a necessary engineering and super- 
visory talent. 

It is difficult to determine the maximum 
productive capacity of the American aircraft 
industry in time of war, and no reliable 
data are available as to the maximum pro- 
ductive capacity of other nations. It is be- 
lieved, however, that no other power could 





ee 


exceed the productive capacity of the highly 
industrialized United States. While the de 
velopment of commercial aviation in the 
United States has been more rapid than jp 
any other country, the number of civil] and 
commercial airplanes produced is, however 
not sufficient to maintain a satisfactory ny. 
cleus of an aircraft industry. 


In the opinion of the committee a major 
measure to insure the existence of a satis. 
factory nucleus of an aircraft industry jp 
the United States is the establishment, with 
the President's approval, of an annual pro. 
gram of procurement for the Army and the 
Navy. If these programs are based on a 
normal annual replacement of the Army's 
airplane strength, as recommended herein, 
plus that of the Navy, the committee believes 
that the airplane industry of the United 
States can be maintained on a sound basig 
and adequate from a national defense view. 
point. 

The Government should encourage develop- 
ment of design and engineering staffs of the 
various airplane manufacturers by a more 
liberal policy of design competitions and the 
placing of orders for experimental prototypes 
on a basis on which the Government bears 
in full the proper cost of development. Such 
experimental contracts should also provide 
for changes and additions ordered by the 
Government at proper increases in contract 
prices. 

In view of the tmportance of the aviation 
industry to national defense, the committee 
believes the Government should not enter 
into competition with private industry by 
the manufacture of airplanes in Government 
factories. In the same connection, the com- 
mittee believes it would be advisable for the 
Department of Commerce to encourage fur- 
ther the airplane export business. 

The Air Corps Act of 1926, in the opinion 
of the committee, is a farsighted piece of 
legislation resulting from a thorough study 
of the subject by the Morrow Board and 
the Congress and at this time should not be 
changed. It is the view of this committee, 
based upon the testimony of witnesses who 
appeared before it, that the act permits 
three methods of purchasing aircraft, en- 
gines and accessories. These methods are: 
Purchase after design competition, purchase 
by negotiation, and purchase by open com- 
petition. It is the opinion of the committee 
that it is necessary to have these three meth- 
ods of purchasing aircraft if we hope to 
maintain our efficiency in the air from the 
viewpoint of national defense. Consequently, 
the committee believes that the Secretary of 
War should have authority to use any one 
or any combination of the three methods of 
purchasing indicated above. 

The committee recommends, as did the 
Morrow Board and Lampert committee, that 
proprietary design rights be fully recog- 
nized. It is further recommended that the 
Secretary of War give such instructions to 
the Department. ‘ 


4. National Defense Functions, Army-Navy, 
Including Aviation Functions of Each 


The common mission assigned to the Army 
and Navy and the definition of their primary 
and secondary functions, including aviation 
functions, are in general sound. Certain dif- 
ferences in the field of aviation and par- 
ticularly in relation to aviation programs 
and allocations of industry for war-time pro- 
duction remain to be solved. These differ 
ences are not insurmountable if approached 
from a broad national viewpoint. The joint 
agencies set up by the War and Navy De 
partments, such as the Joint Board, the 
Aeronautical Board and the Army and Navy 
Munitions Board are adequate for the pur 
pose, and the new and difficult questions 
brought up by the rapidly developing alt 
component of each service can be settled a8 
have other important questions. 

The committee recommends: 

(1) That in the determination of priorities 
by joint agencies, the requirements for the 
primary missions of both services should 
have precedence over requirements for 8ét- 
ondary missions of either service. Financial 
programs should be based on the foregoing 
policy. 

(2) That the War Department take up with 
the Navy Department the advisability of 
bringing all the joint agencies of the two 
Departments under the authority of the 
Joint Board functioning as a superior board 
for the two Departments. 


5. Army Organization—Army Air Corp’ 
Place Therein 
A. General Considerations 


The application of the principle, “Unity of 
Command,” is as essential in the War De 


partment as in an Army in the field. The 
military adviser to the President, as = 
0! 


mander in Chief, and to the Secretary 
War as head of the War Department, is 
Chief of Staff. The duties placed on this 
office by law, as well as by sound organlm 
tion, require the Chief of Staff to command 
and control, from a purely military view 
point, the Army and all its various parts 
Consequently the committee cannot accept

the various proposals seeking to separate the 
Air Corps from the supervision and control 
of the Chief of Staff. These include: (1) 
The reestablishment of the office of the As- 
sistant Secretary of War for Air, and (2) 
placing the Air Corps under the direct con- 
trol of the Secretary of War. 

The Secretary of War and Chief of Staff 
pave as planning advisers the War Depart- 
ment General Staff and the various chiefs 
of arms and services and, as directors of 
execution, the various Army, Corps Area and 
overseas commanders and many of the chiefs 
of the various arms and services of the War 
Department. The General Staff is an essen- 
tial planning and coordinating element in 
this organization. It comprises specially 
trained and selected officers from all arms 
and services, including the Air Corps, whose 
tours are limited, insuring a constant turn- 
over. The committee is not greatly im- 
pressed with the validity of the several im- 
putations against the General Staff. Con- 
trol is always repressive when misunder- 
stood or inimical to personal interests. The 
committee believes the number of Air Corps 
oficers on the General Staff should be in- 
creased, with the object of more equitable 
representation and the inculeation of a 
broader understanding. Until more Air 
Corps officers are qualified legally for this 
detail, it would appear desirable to meet this 
recommendation by temporary attachment. 


B. Administrative Organization of the Air 
Corps Within the Army 


The primary functions of the Air Corps 
are twofold, i, e., (a) fighting, to be carried 
out by combat units, and (b) development, 
procurement and supply of equipment and 
trained personnel. The committee is con- 
yinced that these two functions should be 
separate and distinct, as in the other arms 
and services of the Army. There should be 
a commander of the combat units reporting 
directly to the Chief of Staff in peace and 
to the commander of the Army in war. The 
Chief of Air Corps, as a staff officer of the 
War Department, should handle the develop 
ment, procurement and supply functions in 


the same manner as other chiefs of arms 
and services of the War Department. His 
primary qualifications should be to direct 


eliciently the business and commercial side 
of the Air Corps development and procure- 
ment problems—the ability to pilot an air- 
plane should not be considered as a major 
prerequisite for this office. 

The War Department policy to organize 
the tactical combat units of the Air Corps 
located in the continental United States into 
a General Headquarters Air Force is advo- 
cated by the committee. It believes this 
force, when adequately equipped and organ- 
ed, will be able to carry out all the mis- 
sions contemplated for a separate or inde- 
pendent air force, cooperate efficiently with 


the ground forces and make for greater 
eonomy. It should be organized without 
delay and commanded by a leader with 


witable general officers’ rank who has had 
broad experience as an airplane pilot—his 
headquarters should be with his troops, 
away from Washington, and his jurisdiction 
thould include all questions of organization, 
training and maneuvers, and maintenance 
and operation of technical equipment and in- 
section thereof, relative to the General 
Headquarters Air Force, In order to in- 
(rease the readiness for field service of tac- 
tieal units, mobile service and maintenance 
mits should be created in the Air Corps to 
take over the administration, operation and 
Maintenance of fields, permanent, temporary 
amd emergency. 

With a view to facilitating the combat 
Operations of the General Headquarters Air 
Force, provisions should be made for ade- 
@ate landing fields in all strategic areas 
and the maneuvers of the Air Foree should 
Include concentrations thereon and opera- 
tons therefrom. 


6. Air Corps Interior Organization and 
Strength 
The existing strength in personnel and 
irplanes is inadequate to meet the Army 
requirements of the national defense. There 
\s faulty distribution and utilization of exist- 
ing airplanes in that an undue proportion 
ire rendered unavailable for combat training 
and fighting purposes. 
The personnel of the Air Corps should be 
brought up to the strength now authorized 
by law, but not at the expense of the rest 
of the Army. 
The strength in airplanes recommended by 
the latest (1933) War Department study, viz., 
“ airplanes, is the minimum considered 
necessary to meet our peace-time Army re- 
Wirements. The committee believes some 
urease may be necessary from time to time 
provide for larger reserves and as may 
be justified by War Department studies.* 
meteorological organization should be 
engthened within the Air Corps itself. 
he engineering and procurement divisions 


a 
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of the office of the Chief of Air Corps should 
be perfected in organization. @Officers should 
be developed who are specially qualified in 
engineering and for dealing with industry. 
To this end further provision should be 
made for sending selected officers to the best 
schools of technology and business admin- 
istration. 


7. Personnel Questions, Regular Officers of 
the Army, Including the Air Corps 


a. The committee is convinced that the 
problems relating to officers, not only in the 
Air Corps but in the whole Army, are basic 


to existing difficulties. Once a reasonable 
solution is secured in this respect, correct 
and expeditious solutions to most others 


may be expected. Over age in grade, stag- 
nation in promotion, and the “hump” are 
problems involving the whole Army. Officer 
shortage, rank commensurate with respon- 
sibilities and separate and single promotion 
lists are problems closely associated with 
the foregoing and will, no doubt, be solved 
when the former are definitely settled. 


The committee did not find in the Air 
Corps the universally low morale claimed in 
some quarters. Testimony clearly indicates 
a fine morale on foreign service and among 
the young officers who carried the air mail. 
Uncertainty as to the promotion situation 
of the future and the lack of definite pro- 
curement programs and adequate flying 
hours have had an effect on morale. 

Special steps are apparently required to 
overcome a tendency of the air soldiers and 
ground soldiers to grow apart in a profes 
sional way. It appears most desirable that 
steps be instituted which will amalgamate 
the air and ground components into a homo- 
geneous army in which all parts play their 
respective roles. The ground soldier should 
be experienced in aviation and prepare him- 
self for its further development in the future. 
The air soldier should know the ground 
branches and prepare himself to function as 
a higher commander of all branches of the 


Army. This conforms to the general policy 
followed by our Navy. 
In furtherance of the foregoing general 


conclusions, the committee submits the fol 
lowing recommendations: 

(1) Definite decision which will remove all 
uncertainty as to the future national defense 
position of the Army Air Corps, should be 
announced and adhered to for some reason- 
able period. 

(2) There should be adopted a system of 
selection and retirement for officers of the 
whole Army similar to that now provided 
for the Navy and Marine Corps.* 

(3) Pending the time when action 
the previous suggestion results within the 
Air Corps in rank commensurate with re- 
sponsibility, place in force the provisions of 
the Air Corps Act of 1926, providing for 
temporary advance in rank. 

(4) Special efforts should be made to fill 
all vacancies in the Air Corps by requesting 
Congress to grant additional funds for the 
403 officers authorized in 1926.4 

(5) Extend for a period of 5 years the 
provisions of the Air Corps Act of 1926 cov- 
ering the field from which the Chief of Air 
Corps may be selected.‘ 

(6) Require that the cadets of the United 
States Military Academy shall have air ex 
perience of a minimum of 20 hours as a part 
of the regular course at the Academy. 

(7) a. Require each officer hereafter com- 
missioned in the Army in peace, regardless 
of the source from which commissioned, to 
serve 2 years in a combat arm other than 
the Air Corps. Upon completion of this 2 
years’ detail, each officer physically qualified 
and not previously graduated as a pilot, to 
take the regular established course at the 
Air Corps Primary and Advanced Training 
School. 

b. From those graduated from the Alir 
Corps Primary and Advanced Training 
School assign permanently to the Air Corps 
those who request such assignments. Should 
the number so assigned be insufficient to 
meet the authorized strength, continue the 
present system of filling tactical units by 
Reserve officers on extended active duty, by 
detail of flying cadets and of enlisted pilots. 
The tour of extended active duty for Re 
serve officers and flying cadets should be 
extended so as to minimize the turn-over in 
tactical units. 

(8) All Air Corps officers of 15 or less 
years’ service should be qualified pilots. A 
standard qualification should be established 
administratively for all Air Corps officers of 
15 or less years’ service in the Air Corps 
who are placed on flying duty. This stand- 
ard qualification should include annual fly- 
ing as pilots of not less than 100 hours, in 
cluding a reasonable percentage of cross 
country, instrument, night and formation 
flying. Exceptions to these requirements 
should be made only by the approval of the 
Secretary of War in each specific case. Those 
not qualified to meet the Standard qualifica- 
tions should be utilized or disposed of in 
accordance with the following paragraph. 

(9) After 15 years of service, all Air Corps 
officers should be tested periodically by a 


under 
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qualified board, to determine their qualifica- 
tions as flying officers. Those capable of 
meeting the conditions given in (8) above, 
and others as deemed desirable, should be 
declared eligible as pilots for flying com- 
mand duty, that is, to command combat 
squadrons and groups. 


Those found disqualified as pilots for fly- 
ing command duty, unless coming within 
the provisions of existing retirement and 
clase B laws, should be divided into two 
groups—(a) those capable and qualified for 
nonpiloting duty in the Air Corps; (b) those 
not capable or qualified for piloting or non- 
piloting duty with the Air Corps. 


The non-piloting group referred to above 
should include those deemed qualified for 
such duties as high command and staffs in 
the Air Corps, senior officers of the engineer 
group and procurement-supply group of the 
Air Corps. They should be required to con- 
tinue aerial experience and fulfill the legal 
requirements to draw flying pay. 


Those disqualified for Air Corps duty as 
per (b) above should be given the option 
of transferring, if qualified, to a ground 
branch of the Army or retiring with 2% 
per cent of their base pay per year of com- 
missioned service up to 75 per cent.‘ 

(10) It is believed desirable for the War 
Department to establish some system or pol- 
icy which will insure that all officers of the 
Army of more than 15 years’ service, espe- 
clally those qualified for General Staff duty, 
receive experience with both ground and air 
branches of the Army. This should be se- 
cured not only by the staff and school sys- 
tem now in force, but also by temporary 
tours of duty with troops of other arms. 

(11) Flying pay should be based primarily 
on hazard in performance and provision for 
adequate insurance for dependents. Actu- 
arial experience data indicate that the pres- 
ent basis does not meet these desiderata. 
As all services should be treated alike, the 
committee believes that this question should 
be referred to an interdepartmental board 
comprising representatives of all interested 
governmental departments. 

(12) Grant wide discretion in the applica- 
tion of regulations and policies affecting for- 
elgn service and detached duty to those Air 
Corps officers required for the development, 
construction, procurement, and test of tech- 
nical air equipment. 

8. Personnel Questions, Enlisted Men, 
Alr Corps 


In connection with the conclusions previ- 
ously expressed above relative to covering 
and overseas forces, the committee is of the 
opinion that there is a marked shortage of 
enlisted men for the whole Army. Relative 
to the Army Air Corps, the committee found 
its enlisted strength has been brought up to 
adequate numbers by the transfer of several 
thousand enlisted men from other arms and 
services, thereby seriously weakening these 
other arms and services. The committee be- 
lieves there should be a readjustment of the 
assignment of grades and ratings to specific 
tasks in the Air Corps. 


® Training Air Corps 


Training of the individual at the primary 
and advanced flying school at the Air Corps 
training center is thorough and efficient ex- 
cept that too little attention has been paid 
to cross-country, instrument, night and radio 
beam fiying, to mastery of avigation and 
communication instruments, and to the study 
of meteorology. 

Unit training is not satisfactory at this 
time due to the lack of sufficient and suit- 
able equipment, to frequent turnover of per- 
sonnel, the absence of definite tactical doc- 
trines and uniformity in unit training and 
lack of experience under fleld-service condl- 
tions. 

In order to obtain close supervision and 
control over Air Corps training the commit 
tee recommends that responsibility for unit 
training and the training of individuals as- 
signed to tactical units and their staffs of 
the General Headquarters Air Force be re 
moved from corps area commanders and be 
placed on the Commanding General, General 


Headquarters Air Force. It is also recom 
mended that the directive for such training 
be prepared by the Commanding General, 


General Headquarters Air Force, subject to 
approval by the War Department. 

Responsibility for the operation of and 
training given at the Air Corps schools and 
the training of detached Air Corps officers 
(other than those on duty with tactical 
units) should remain with the Chief of the 
Air Corps. 

The present policy of requiring Air Corps 
officers to attend the Command and General 
Staff School and the Army War College 
should be continued. 

Frequent scheduled training of Air Corps 
tactical units in conjunction with ground 
troops should be provided. 

In order that Air Corps pilots be thor 
oughly trained in all essentials, an average 
of 300 flying hours per pilot per year should 
be provided. 
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Increased provision should be made in 
training directives to provide for all indi- 
vidual officers and for tactical units sufficient 
time to perfect all pilots in the ability to 
successfully avigate on cross-country flights 
in all kinds of weather, by day and by 
night, by the use of instruments, the radio 
beam, and to efficiently utilize all types of 
communication equipment available. 

In order that experience may be gained 
in cold weather, high and low altitude, and 
unfamiliar weather operations, and in the 
difficulties incident thereto in engine start- 
ing, fuel, oll and servicing problems, the 
committee recommends that frequent train- 
ing of tactical units be held in different 
parts of the United States under winter con- 
ditions; and, in addition thereto, that at 
least one composite squadron be given op- 


portunity for frequent training in Alaska 
in all-year weather. 
Sufficient airplanes should be maintained 


with tactical units to provide adequate train- 
ing facilities. The practice of detaching air- 
planes for other purposes should be reduced 
to a minimum, 

The committee recommends that more ade- 
quate provision be made for ammunition 
and live bombs for training. 

As a result of the advance in speed and 
general performance of airplanes, the com- 
mittee recommends the detall of one or more 
flight surgeons to study and report upon 
the physiological effect on pilots resulting 
from the high accelerations and altitudes, 

As a measure of economy, the committee 
recommends the purchase of small, inexpen- 
sive standard commercial airplanes adequate 
for training of pilots with units in cross- 
country and night flying. 

To assist in correcting the present unsatis- 
factory condition of unit training, the com- 
mittee recommends the early creation of the 
Air Corps Board and that when created this 
board give prompt attention to the formula- 
tion of uniform tactical doctrines for all 
types of Air Corps units. 

The committee recommends that every 
available opportunity be utilized to concen- 
trate Air Corps tactical unite by wings in 
the minimum possible number of posts and 
stations, 

The committee recommends the creation of 
a model Air Corps unit at the Air Corps 
Tactical School for demonstration and exer- 
cises in the training of student officers and 
for cooperation with the Air Corps Board 
in the development of tactical doctrines. 


10. Equipment Questions of the Alr Corps 
and of the Army as a Whole 


The Army Air Corps has been successful 
in the development of military airplanes of 
superior performance, From the national 
defense viewpoint of the United States, as 
well as tactical requirements, its technica) 
equipment, including airplanes, is equal or 
superior, with few exceptions, to that of any 
other nation. However, the clear mandate 
of the Congress in the Air Corps Act of 1926, 
which contemplates 1,800 serviceable air- 
planes, has not been made effective due to 
lack of appropriations. The shortage in the 
above program at the present time exceeds 
300 airplanes. Of the airplanes in actual 
operation many cannot be considered modern 
efficient weapons of war due to their age, 
general unsuitability and improper type dis- 
tribution. This shortage is further empha- 
sized when the recommendation of the com- 
mittee for the immediate completion of the 
full 2,320-airplane program is considered. 

It is believed that further progress may 
be made in the periodic standardization of 
different types of airplanes, the shortening 
of the time between design and quantity 
production, and that considerable economies 
may be secured thereby. 

The evidence presented to 
indicates clearly that the whole Army, as 
well as the Air Corps, is short of modern 
armament, equipment, and transportation, 
as well as an adequate munition reserve. 
The War Department has developed units 
for all branches of the Army of modern 
armament, equipment, and transportation, 
and only needs sufficient funds with which 
to equip the Army 

The committee belleves that more definite 
and continuing appropriations should be 
available for research and development pro 
grams. These programs of research should 
include studies and development relative to 
liquid-cooled aircraft engines of higher speed 
and higher horsepower; improved fuel for 
aircraft engines; basic aircraft materials; 
instruments for avigation and blind land- 
ings; communication equipment; armament, 
including combat equipment; mobile field 
and ground equipment; safety devices, in 
cluding meteorological forecasts and study 
of air-mass analyses; facilities for improving 
the take-off and landing characteristics; and 
the construction of research equipment, In 
cluding a wind tunnel for the study of the 
aerodynamic characteristics of wings and 
of control surfaces at an air speed of 500 
miles per hour

Commodore Frederick G. Dodge, U. 8. 
Coast Guard-Ret., died at 11 p. m. July 


19, at his home 104 Laurel Avenue, San 
Anselmo, Calif. Interment in Cyprus 








Iawn Cemetery, South San Francisco. 
The day of burial has not been deter- 
mined. 

Commodore Dodge was born in Marion, 
Massachusetts, June 1, 1863, and entered 
the Coast Guard as a cadet on May 23, 
1887. Before entering the Service he 
made 11 trips in sailing vessels around 
Cape Horn. He was commissioned 
ensign in 1889. He spent a total of more 
than 26 years on sea duty. 

While he was in command of the 
Coast Guard Cutter Golden Gate at San 
Francisco in April 1906, during the 
earthquake and fire, he was commended 
by the Board of State Harbor Com- 
missioners of California for preventing 
the spread of fire which would have 
destroyed the entire southern portion of 
the waterfront of San Francisco. 

On May 26, 1906, Lieutenant Dodge 
and the crew of the Golden Gate were 
commended by the Secretary of the 
Treasury for their action in practically 
saving from destruction by fire the docks 
and property of the Pacific Mail Com- 
pany, preventing the spread of flames to 
adjacent wharves, carrying to places of 
safety hundreds of helpless and panic- 
stricken people, actually rescuing many 
of them from positions of peril, receiving 
on board the ship securities and 
treasures amounting to $23,000,000, 
assisting the city fire department in sav- 
ing much other building and wharf 
property from destruction by fire and 
for a vigilant patrol of the waterfront, 
aiding the authorities in stamping out 
fire and preventing looting and other 
violations of law and order. 

During the World War he commanded 
the Coast Guard cutter Unalga, patrol- 
ling the waters of the Pacific coast and 
Alaska. In March 1918, while in com- 
mand of the Coast Guard Cutter Unalga 
cruising in Alaskan waters, he was ap- 
pointed U. S. Commissioner, with powers 
of probate judge for the Third Judicial 
Division of Alaska. 

On June 1, 1927, having reached the 
age of 64 years, Commodore Dodge was 
placed on the retired list.

Col. John Thomas Axton, retired chief 
of chaplains of the United States Army, 
died at his home in Washington, D. C., 
July 20. He was sixty-three years old, 

Colonel Axton was an Army chaplain 
twenty-six years, retiring in 1928 for dis- 
abilities incurred in the line of duty. 
Since then he had been chaplain at Rut- 
gers University, New Brunswick, N. J.

A warning that any substantial de- 
crease in the amount of government aid 
to shipping will mean the end of Ameri- 
can lines in foreign trade was sounded 
today by R. J. Baker, president of the 
American Steamship Owners’ Associa- 
tion, of New York. 

President Roosevelt’s action in insti- 
tuting a sweeping study of ocean mail 
contracts, has again focussed the atten- 
tion of the country on the perennial 
problem of an adequate American Mer- 
chant Marine. 

In an executive order signed at 
Panama, the president instructed Post- 
master-General Farley to make a study 
of all ocean and foreign air mail con- 
tracts now in force, with a view toward 
modification in any direction made 
necessary by a change in the govern- 
ment’s maritime policy. Farley’s report 
is expected to be completed before the 
end of the year and will undoubtedly 
figure in whatever action is taken when 
Congress reconvenes, 

“Practically every ship line in the 
United States—and foreign lines too, 
for that matter—is today operating at 
a loss” Mr. Baker said. “Any drastic

ment’s support would force the majority 
of American lines in foreign trade 
right into bankruptcy. Their employes, 
ashore and afloat, would be out of work, 
bondholders would find their securities 
valueless and the government would 
have on its hands another fleet of ships. 

“The American people have a prodig- 
ious investment in their Merchant 
Marine. To turn back now would be to 
forfeit all that we have done thus far. 
Other nations are building to the limit 
of their ability. They know that with- 
out ships they cannot compete on an 
equitable basis with their competitors 
in world trade. They also know that 
navies are helpless without auxiliary 
tonnage. It cost us $3,000,000,000 to get 
ships during the World War, when they 
were a condition of national survival. 
That sum would have been sufficient to 
support the present modest program for 
150 years. We are still paying nearly 


.$100,000,000 a year in interest alone on 


the cost of that fleet, most of which has 
long since been scrapped. In the light 
of such an experience, any tampering 
with the present modest establishment 
should be undertaken with extreme 
caution, if at all.”

where the detailed consideration of the above 
subjects is set forth. 


11. Finance 


A considerable part of the present unsatis- 
factory situation in the Air Corps is due to 
lack of appropriations. The responsibility 
for this is divided between the Bureau of 
the Budget and the Congress, with the ulti- 
mate responsibility in the Congress. 

The general procedure of preparing esti- 
mates and processing the Budget from the 
War Department through the Bureau of the 
Budget to the Congress is sound and tends 
to economy. Throughout the process, the 
estimating agencies, including the Air Corps, 
are given full opportunity to present their 
requirements and defend their estimates. 
Coordination in the process of preparing the 
final estimate for all military activities is 
and should be placed in the office of the 
Secretary of War. Any restrictions on him 
as to the use of his advisers on the Gen- 
eral Staff, or of any other of his officers or 
agencies he chooses is basically unsound 
from every point of view. 

Failure to complete the 5-year aircraft 
program was largely due to failure of the 
Bureau of the Budget and the Congress to 
approve a financial program and coordinate 
it with the program for procurement of per- 
sonnel and materiel prescribed by the law. 

A balanced program covering all expendi- 
tures for military activities should be pre- 
pared and coordinated in the War Depart- 
ment. A separate budget uncoordinated by 
the War Department with other expenditures 
for military activities should not be provided 
for the Air Corps. 

There should be submitted by the War 
Department a definite plan for the improve- 
ment of the whole Army, including the Army 
Air Corps. The plan for the Army Air 
Corps should be along the lines recommended 
by the latest (1983) War Department study. 
This plan should be accompanied by the 
War Department's estimate of the financial 
program necessary to carry it out; and this 
combined plan should be reviewed by the 
proper authority and if not approved the 
War Department should be given a directive 
as to basic changes to be made. The revised 
plan, including an approved financial pro- 
gram, thus coordinated, should then be pre- 
sented to the Congress. 


12. National Guard and Reserve Aviation 

These components of the national defense 
are carrying out their»peace-time missions 
in an excellent spirit and with the best re- 
sults obtainable under restrictions which 
have been imposed by economy. 

Practically all of the matters presented 
calling for remedial action are traceable to 
lack of funds. 

In the preparation of any plan for the 
improvement of the Air Corps such as has 
been hereinbefore recommended, provision 
should be made for the items requiring 
remedial action set forth in sections XIV 
and XV of this report. 

The committee believes that special con- 
sideration should be given, when adequate 
funds can be made available, to increasing 
the flying equipment and to supplying com- 
bat types of airplanes and greater facilities 
for the training of the civilian components. 


18. Civil Aviation in Relation to National 
Defense 


Encouragement should be given to the fur- 





ther development of airways, air-navigation 
facilities, and ground facilities. Increased 
airway facilities covering the United States 
will be of value to the Air Corps from the 
standpoint of national defense, and with in- 
creased operation a larger reserve will be 
developed from which may be drawn trained 
personnel and flight equipment. 

Air Corps airplanes should be equipped as 
far as desirable with suitable navigation in- 
struments, and Air Corps pilots should be 
trained in the use of special instruments for 
operation on the national airways. 

Commercial air transport pilots should be 
encouraged to become members of the Army 
Air Corps Reserve. 

There should be a close liaison between 
commercial and military aviation, in order 
to familiarize the Air Corps with the latest 
developments in use in commercial air trans- 
port. 

The Army Air Corps should wherever pos- 
sible use converted commercial air trans- 
ports of acceptable performance for cargo 
and transport airplanes. 


14. Air Mall Lessons 
The committee has considered in great 
detail the operations of the air mail by the 
Army Air Corps. This experience has been 
invaluable and taught many lessons. These 
lessons have been embodied in the body of 
this report and in the conclusions mentioned 
above,

I believe in aviation—both civil and mili- 
tary. I believe that the future security of 
our Nation is dependent upon an adequate 
air force. This is true at the present time 
and will become increasingly important as 
the science of aviation advances and the air- 
plane lends itself more and more to the art 
of warfare. I am convinced that the re- 
quired air force can be more rapidly organ- 
ized, equipped and trained if it is completely 
separated from the Army and developed as 
an entirely separate arm. If complete sepa- 
ration is not the desire of the committee, I 
recommend an air force as a part of the 
Army but with a separate budget, a separate 
promotion list and removed from the control 
of the General Staff. These are my sincere 
convictions. Failing either, I feel that the 
Air Corps should be developed and expanded 
under the direction of the General Staff as 
recommended above.

From the Hump 
Kditor, ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL: 

To be generally acceptable to the offi- 
cers in the “Hump”, any promotion leg- 
islation must give all of them with sat- 
isfactory records advancement to the 
field grades before retirement. There 
are many of them, of course, sufficiently 
outstanding in various qualifications to 
be sure of their commissions under any 
circumstances, and who may, therefore, 
speak loudly in favor of selection out, 
or up, or forced attrition from the lower 
ranks. There are many more, however, 
who would fight the possibility of dis- 
ecard, and rightly so. 


If there must be forced attrition, let 
it come from the pre-war classes of 
officers, who have been enjoying the 
privileges and higher pay of field offi- 
cers during and since the World War. 
If retired on 244 percent of their pay 
for each year of service, they would 
at least have a livelihood, whereas offi- 
cers of the “Hump”, in their forties, 


with families of children ready for col- 
lege, would certainly be floored. 
If there must be economy, eliminate 
the extra pay for pre-war cadet and un- 
listed service, and place all officers on 
pay footing.

8. In explanation, it is believed that 
the present list cannot be revised so as 
to improve the relative positions of offi- 
cers thereon; 

that the present attrition through 
“Class B” is a satisfactory vehicle for 
aiding in the acceleration of promotion 
and retaining a high standard of effi- 
ciency ; 

that a form of voluntary retirement is 
preferable to forced attrition in the 
elimination of officers from the “hump” 
who are too old for their grades and 
whose prospect of promotion is small; 

that such voluntary retirement must 
he sufficiently attractive to induce tak- 
ing advantage thereof; 

that this will not permanently over- 
burden the retired list and will not be 
expensive because such officers would be 


highly paid if retained on the active 
list ; 
that retirement after a total of 30 


years’ service is sound and will aid in 
the needed attrition without stigma and 


to this end should therefore be unlim- 
ited; 
that both age and service in grade 


should be combined in accelerating attri- 
tion in the “hump” to keep a reasonable 
attentuation in the “hump” in progress; 

that promotion by selection to general 
officer is a duplication of selection so 
long as “Class B” is in operation and 
that therefore the senior colonel should 
either be promoted to fill a vacancy or 
be removed from the promotion list or 
retired ; 

that the present age limit of 64 years 
while not ideal, is desirable as a further 
aid to attrition though at a future time 
it may well be abolished altogether, thus 
retaining valuable officers without dan- 
ger of clogging promotion. That extra 
files will not distort the promotion list 
and that the additional field officers thus 
temporarily obtained should be utilized 
with the civilian components ; 

that the need for extra files would 
swiftly disappear and that the plan is 
as economical as any effective plan that 
can be devised.

“While Congress authorized 48 armory 
drills for the Fiscal Year 1935, funds 

were appropriated for but 46. It is con- 
templated to purchase approximately $3,- 
000,000 worth of motor equipment while 
but $1,500,000 was appropriated. It was 
understood that the difference between 
the amount appropriated for these two 
projects and the actual cost would be 
absorbed through savings in other proj- 
ects, hence, the necessity for keeping 
within the amounts of the various proj- 
ects cannot be too strongly emphasized, 
and increases in amounts cannot be 
granted. 

“In connection with the supply proj- 
ects, funds for which are allotted Corps 
Area commanders, all requisitions should 
be submitted by states for the required 
supplies or equipment so as to reach the 
Corps Area headquarters not later than 
April 1, 1935, and any funds remaining 
to the credit of states on that date will 
be pooled by the Corps Area commander 
within the project and utilized for those 
states which in his opinion are most in 
need of same.”
